COST ACCOUNTING RECORDS (COTTON TEXTILES) 
AMENDMENT RULES, 1984 

G.S.R. 1206.—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) of Section 642, read with clause (d) of sub¬ 
section (1) of Section 209 of the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 
1956), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Cost Accounting Records (Cotton 
Textiles) Rules, 1977 namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Cost Accounting Re¬ 
cords (Cotton Textiles) Amendment Rules, 1984. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the official Gazette. 

2. In the Cost Accounting Records (Cotton Textiles), 
Rules, 1977, for the rule 2 and hrst proviso thereunder, the 
following rule and proviso shall be substituted, namely :— 

“2. Application.—^These rules shall apply to every com¬ 
pany engaged in the production, processing or 
manufacturing of any cotton textiles by use of power 
as defined in clause (g) of Section 2 of the Fac¬ 
tories Act, 1948 (63 of 1948); provided that where 
any company manufactures, in addition to any of 
the cotton textiles or exclusively any textiles other 
than cotton, such as man-made cellulosic spun 
fibre yarn and/or art-silk cloth, these rules snail 
fibre yam and/or clothe man-made non cellulo.sic 
spun-fibre yarn and/or art-silk cloth, these rules shall 
apply to such company also.”

G.S.R, 1209.—^In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
roviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President here- 
y makes the following rules regulating the method of re¬ 
cruitment to the Group ‘A’ post of Additional Director in 
the Computer Centro of the Department of Statistics.

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post; 

Provided that the Central Government may if satisfied 
that such marriage is pennjssible under personal law appli¬ 
cable to such person and tbe olher party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for bo doing, exempt any per¬ 
son from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—^Where the Central (jOvemment Is 
of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may by order for reasons to be recorded in writing and in 
consnltalion with the Union Public Service Commission re¬ 
lax any of the provisions of those rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

6 . Saving.—Nothing in these /ules shall affect reservations 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to 
be provided for the scheduled castes/Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by tbe Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, ciualiflcations etc.— 
The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, quali¬ 
fications and other mailers relatiin thereto shall be aj speci¬ 
fied in column 5 to 14 of the said Schedule. 


4. Disqualificaiion.—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who. Having a spouse living, has entered into or con¬ 
tracted a marriage with arty person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post ; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such mainagc is permissiulc under the personal law 
applicable to suen perso.i and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operatiorl of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
on the request of The Comptroller & Auditor General of 
India, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Com¬ 
mission, by order, for reasons to be lecorded in wiiting, re¬ 
lax any of the provisions of these rules with respect lo any 
class Or category of persons. 

Saving,—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation, 
lelaxatibn of age limit'and other "cohe'essionU required To be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Schcdiled Tribe.s and 
other special cateroneo of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued b/ the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with

(b) who, having a spouse living, hag entered into or

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Centr'd Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the otbe." party to the marriage 
and that there are otner grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax.—^Vllere the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is ne-essary or expedient so to do. it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in con- 
yidtatlon with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules in respect of any class 
or category of persons. 

7. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reseivation,

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—The 
number of the said post, its classification, and the scale 
of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in column* 2 
to 4 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications, 
etc..—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, 
and other matters connected therewith shall he as specified 
In column* 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 


4. Disqualifications.—^No person, 

(a) tvho wa» entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Cential Gos'crnment may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax,—Where the Central Government is of

“(d) Experience.—He ehaU produce evidence of having 
satisfactorily completed as a pilot of cn aeroplane 
not less than 750 hours of fli^t time of which not 
less than 150 hours of flight time shall be in the 
preceding three years and his total flying experi¬ 
ence sh^l include ;— 

(i) not less than 200 hours as Pi!ot-in- 
Command or 150 hours as Pilot-in-Command 

and 100 hours as Co-pilot performing the duties 
and functions of Pilot-in-Command under the 
supervision of Pilot-in-Command having ade¬ 
quate flying experience acceptable to the Direc¬ 
tor General, provided at least 50 hours shall 
be cross-country flight time including not less 
than 25 hours by night which shall include 10 
take-gOs and 10 landings; 

NOTE .'—The Go-pilot flying under supervision shall 
be credited with not more than 50 percent of 
the Co-pilot’s flight time towards the total flight 
time required for a higher grade of pilot's 
licence; 

(ii) not less than 150 hours of total cross-country 
flight time; 

(111) not less than ^5 hours of flight time by night; 

(iv) not less than 50 hours of instrument time under 
actual or simulated coiuUtions of which not 
less than 25 hours shall be in actual flight; 

(v) not less than 50 hours of flight time completed 

within a period of 12 months and not less than 
10 hours of flight time completed within a 
period of 6 month* immediately preceding the 
date of application for the licence.”;

‘‘(d) Experience.—He shall produce evidence of having 
satisfactorily completed as a pilot of an aeroplane 
not less than 1500 hours of flight time of which 
• not less than 150 hours of flight time shall be in 

the preceding 12 months and his total flying 
experience shall include ;— 

(i) not less than 500 hours of flight time as pllot- 
in-command or as Co-pilot performing under 
supervision of a Check-pilot, the duties and 
functions of a Pilot-in-Command. provided at 
least 200 hours out of these shall be of cross¬ 
country flight time, including not less than 50 
hours of flight time by night; 

NOTE :—The Co-pilot’s flying under supervision 
shall be ciedited. with not more than 50 percent 
of the Co-pilot’s flight time toward* the toral 
flight time required for a higher grade of pilot’* 
licence.
